For  the  Year  ending  December  31,  1896

February,  1897. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  of  Sanitary 
Work  and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1896. 

During  the  year,  795  deaths  occurred  and  1642 
births  were  registered. 

The  death  rate  was  18.63  Per  thousand  of 
population,  against  20.37,  the  average  for  the 
previous  sixteen  years. 

The  birth  rate  was  38.57  per  thousand  of 
population,  against  40.76,  the  average  for  the 
previous  sixteen  years. 

The  death  rate  is  48.30  per  cent,  of  the  birth 
rate,  against  50.41,  the  average  for  the  previous 
sixteen  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  five  years  of  age  was 
446,  being  56. 10  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  against 
52.53,  the  average  for  the  previous  sixteen  years. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  to  one 
thousand  births  was  174,  against  164,  the  average 
for  the  previous  fifteen  years. 
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r 8 deaths  were  of  persons  over  80  years  of 
age — 8 males  with  an  average  of  81.5  years,  and 
10  females  with  an  average  of  85.5  years. 

176  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  quarter,  175  in 
the  second,  242  in  the  third,  and  202  in  the  fourth. 

53  Coroners’  Inquests  were  held. 

Of  the  50  deaths  at  Easington,  2 were  at  the 
Hospital  for  infectious  diseases,  and  35  at  the 
Workhouse,  one  a young  infant,  6 middle-aged 
persons  from  phthisis,  and  the  rest  mainly  from 
diseases  incident  to  old  age. 

The  deaths  from  the  principal  zymotic  diseases 
were  2.02  per  1000  of  population,  against  2.37,  the 
average  for  the  previous  fifteen  years.  They  were  :

Smallpox. — No  case  has  appeared  during  the 

year. 


Measles. — This  disease  continues  to  display 
its  periodic  recurrence  in  severe  epidemic  form  every 
two  years.  In  the  end  of  1895  it  had  been  very 
severe  at  Murton.  In  the  first  quarter  of  1896  a 
very  few  mild  cases  occurred  throughout  the  district 
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generally.  In  the  second  quarter  it  developed  into 
an  epidemic  at  Haswell  and  Wheatley  Hill.  By  the 
third  quarter  it  had  extended  to  Shotton,  Thornley 
and  Trimdon  Foundry,  while  during  the  fourth 
quarter  it  finished  up  at  Wingate  and  Seaham.  The 
epidemic  took  a thorough  hold  of  every  populous 
part  of  the  district  except  Murton.  One  case 
appeared  in  a tramp  at  the  Workhouse.  It  was 
immediately  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and 
that  township  remained  exempt.  The  case  mortality 
was  heavy,  about  4 per  cent.  This  does  not  imply 
that  it  was  of  a more  virulent  type  than  ordinary, 
when  it  has  not  exceeded  one  per  cent.,  but  that  it 
has  occurred  during  a period  of  inclement  weather, 
whereby  there  was  an  increased  liability  to  chest 
complications — the  real  cause  of  the  mortality.  At 
Haswell  an  attempt  to  combat  the  disease  was  made 
by  excluding  from  attendance  at  school  children 
from  houses  where  the  disease  existed.  At  Hutton 
Henry  and  Monk  Heselden  the  elementary  schools 
* were  closed  for  a few  weeks. 

Whooping  Cough. — This  appeared  during  the 
first  quarter  at  Wingate  whence  it  spread  during  the 
second  quarter  to  Haswell  and  the  third  to  Murton. 
It  was  not  markedly  severe,  but  continued  in  the 
districts  during  the  time  mentioned.  Those  affected 
were  always  young  children.  By  the  fourth  quarter 
it  had  entirely  disappeared.  Two  children  sent  to 
the  Workhouse  were  found  to  be  suffering,  and  were 
promptly  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  thereby 
preventing  any  outbreak. 
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Scarlatina. — In  the  first  quarter  this  was  most 
marked  at  Seaham  and  Haswell  where,  however,  it 
continued  during  the  whole  of  the  year.  In  June  it 
appeared  at  South  Hetton  where  it  also  continued 
during  the  year.  Its  greatest  relative  incidence  was 
at  Haswell,  then  Seaham,  Shotton,  Heselden, 
Wingate,  lastly  Murton,  which  is  not  on  a highway, 
and  in  Thornley,  which  is  quite  shut  off  from  a 
highway,  there  was  not  a single  case.  As  before, 
its  incidence  was  greatest  in  cold  weather  and  least 
in  fine,  in  the  proportion  of  three  to  one.  The  type 
was  mild,  as  the  case  mortality  was  2.5  per  cent. 

Diphtheria. — No  epidemic  has  occurred;  four 
cases  only  were  notified.  Two  which  I saw  were, 
in  my  opinion,  certainly  not  Diphtheria,  and  two 
which  I did  not  see  were  very  doubtful.  There  was 
no  history  of  possible  origin  and  no  following  cases, 
which,  from  the  surroundings  in  every  instance, 
would  have  been  inevitable  had  any  of  them  been 
genuine.  Medical  men  frequently  notify  a case  which 
they  think  is  suspicious  and  requires  watching.  In 
every  case  the  necessary  precautions  in  the  way  of 
disinfection  were  observed. 

Membranous  Croup. — Eight  cases  of  this  were 
notified  having  no  connection  with  each  other.  This 
disease,  usually  very  deadly,  was  fatal  in  seven,  but 
did  not  show  any  approach  to  epidemicity.  It  is 
frequently  confounded  with  Laryngismus  Stridulus. 
In  support  of  this  view,  six  of  the  seven  fatal  cases 
were  notified  either  on  the  day  of  death  or  the  day 
before  and  had  no  connection  with  each  other, 
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There  is  much  obscurity  about  these  diseases,  and 
difficulty  of  diagnosis  on  account  of  their  rarity. 

Typhus  Fever. — No  case  has  appeared  during 
the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. — Several  townships  have  been 
totally  exempt  from  this  disease,  and  the  immunity 
which  the  district  has  enjoyed  makes  it  a record 
year.  The  incidence  per  thousand  of  population 
was  1.3,  while  that  for  the  years  1893-4-5  was  8.1, 
2.9  and  2.0.  The  case  mortality  was  14  per  cent. 
There  were  6 cases  in  the  first  quarter,  5 in  the 
second,  21  in  the  third  and  22  in  the  fourth.  The 
study  of  this  disease  is  properly  regarded  as  the 
most  important  item  of  a health  officer’s  work;  each 
individual  case  was,  therefore,  the  subject  of  an 
inquiry  on  my  part.  Although  in  many  cases  this 
led  to  a negative  result,  yet,  on  the  whole,  it  was  the 
most  prolific  in  the  discovery  of  injurious  agencies. 

Thornley. — The  first  case  was  in  January.  She 
had  been  washing  the  linen  from  a previous  case, 
taking  no  precautions  against  disinfection.  There 
was  another  case  near  by  at  the  same  time,  and  a 
month  later,  two,  in  an  impoverished  and  very  dirty 
house.  The  next  was  in  October ; a man  came  ill 
from  outside  the  district;  his  wife  took  it  three 
weeks  after ; there  was  one  in  a dirty  house,  then 
other  two  cases  in  the  dirty  house  of  a man  who 
cleaned  the  ashpits,  and  a fortnight  later  one  in 
another  dirty  house  near  by. 

Wingate. — The  first  at  Trimdon,  in  January,  was 
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got  by  mixing  with  a family  ill  in  the  month  before. 
The  next  was  in  March,  no  detectable  origin,  nor 
the  next  in  August.  A month  later  two  occurred 
in  a dirty  house  near  by.  The  next,  in  November, 
had  no  history,  but  the  next  four  were  in  a dirty 
house  near  a defective  drain,  the  others  were  close 
by.  A man  living  on  a farm  where  this  manure  was 
spread  also  took  it.  At  Wheatley  Hill,  the  first  was 
in  a very  dirty  house  and  an  impoverished  family. 

Haswell. — The  first  case  was  in  April,  a woman 
who  came  from  outside  the  district  with  the  fever  on 
her.  The  next  two  in  one  house,  very  dirty ; no 
specific  history.  The  next  two  in  one  house,  though 
clean,  used  a polluted  surface  well  close  at  hand,  as 
the  supply  of  good  water  was  inconveniently  distant. 
A man  who  worked  there  by  day  and  used  the  same 
water  also  took  ill  in  his  own  house  at  South  Hetton  ; 
three  other  cases  there  in  clean  houses  had  no 
traceable  connection  with  this  one  or  with  each  other. 

Seaham. — The  first  was  in  July,  the  next  in  the 
same  house ; not  got  from  each  other.  An  open 
reservoir  was  blamed,  but  there  had  been  no  other 
case  for  a year  before.  The  weather  was  hot,  and 
the  yard  channel  and  drains  were  dirtily  kept.  The 
next,  in  October,  had  the  same  water  supply.  . One 
in  December  was  directly  imported  from  Noth- 
umberland. 

Cold  Heselden. — The  first  case,  in  August, 
defied  all  enquiry  as  to  possible  origin,  the  next  was 
a month  later  and  near  by. 
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Hawthorn. — A case  in  August  was  traced  to 
an  offensive  house  drain. 

Murton. — One  case,  in  September,  was  contrac- 
ted during  residence  outside  the  district. 

Hutton  Henry. — The  first  case,  in  September, 
was  in  a little  dirty  house,  with  a dirtier  high-walled 
yard  that  had  given  much  trouble  to  your  Inspector. 
Two  cases  were  in  a house  opposite,  into  the  ashpit 
of  which  the  refuse  from  the  first  had  been  deposited. 
The  case  at  Monk  Heselden  came  home  ill  from 
outside  the  district. 

This  brief  resume  of  the  more  important  facts 
elicited  by  the  various  enquiries  supplies  a basis  of 
undoubted  evidence  of  the  origin  of  the  disease  and, 
as  a natural  corollary,  the  means  of  prevention.  The 
more  so  as  the  cases  were  few  and  collected  into 
distinct  groups,  there  is  an  absence  of  that  confusion 
of  evidence  likely  to  arise  in  a wide-spread  epidemic, 
and  the  information  is  more  reliable.  In  urban 
communities,  where  isolation  can  be  secured,  the 
milk,  drains  and  water  supply  are  considered  to  be 
the  factors  at  work.  These  may  be  summarily 
disposed  of  here,  as  milk  is  not  used  as  a food  after 
infancy ; there  are  no  inside  sinks  connected  with 
drains,  and  the  water  supply,  available  in  each  case, 
is  above  suspicion.  Excluding  four  cases  introduced 
from  outside,  three  from  drinking  water  not  intended 
to  be  used,  one  from  an  outside  drain  and  one  from 
a farm,  there  are  45  that  require  our  consideration. 
From  the  enormous  number  of  cases  during  the 
three  preceding  years  it  is  evident  there  must  be  an 
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abundance  of  germs  in  existence.  These  cannot  get 
into  the  drinking  water  at  its  source,  by  virtue  of 
its  filtration  through  several  hundred  feet  of  strata. 
Their  mode  of  entrance  is  not  far  to  seek  : in  the 
privy  and  ashpit  within  a few  feet  of  every  door  and 
pantry  containing  food.  In  proof  of  this,  it  is  unde- 
niable that  in  all  outbreaks  fever  is  found  to  be 
more  plentiful  in  houses  having  the  ashpit  close  at 
hand  than  in  those  having  it  at  a greater  distance. 

I refer  only  to  well-kept  streets  and  villages  ; with 
an  ill-kept  sewage-sodden  footpath  the  risk  and 
result  are  greater.  If,  particularly  in  wet  and  warm 
weather,  these  are  allowed  to  become  foul  there  is 
furnished  a ready  incubator  for  germ  growth.  Such 
weather  occurs  in  Autumn,  and  faulty  cleansing  is 
then  most  liable  when  the  work  is  performed  by 
farmers,  as  it  often  is.  Here  we  have  a sufficient 
explanation  of  first  cases.  But  with  ordinary  attention 
to  cleanliness  and  disinfection  of  stools  Enteric 
Fever  is  not  at  all  infectious.  Then  how  come 
second  cases  ? It  is  notorious  that  in  dirty  houses 
a much  larger  proportion  of  cases  is  found  than  in 
clean  houses.  If,  in  addition  to  stinking  filth  outside, 
there  is  dirt  within,  infection  is  simply  invited,  and, 
in  addition,  is  retained.  Of  the  54  cases,  1 1 were 
from  two  or  more  cases  in  one  house.  Neglect  of 
cleanliness,  outside  or  inside,  and  deficient  disinfec- 
tion of  stools  is  responsible  for  more  than  half  of 
these  cases. 

Continued  Fever. — The  number  of  cases 
returned  under  this  head  is  considerably  on  the 
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increase.  Cases  are  thus  returned  when  the  pract- 
itioner meets  a fever  that  cannot  with  certainty  be 
classed  under  any  more  accurate  diagnosis.  Enquiry 
with  the  courtesy  of  the  notifier  discovers  that  it 
embraces,  along  with  possibly  other  things,  three 
varieties  that  ought  to  be  distinct.  First,  a simple 
febricula  lasting  a week  to  ten  days,  generally 
occurring  in  summer,  and  ending  by  recovery. 
Second,  a condition  closely  resembling  Enteric  Fever 
in  its  early  stages  which,  instead  of  developing  into 
that  disease,  seems  to  abort.  Third,  a condition 
showing  a closer  resemblance  to  Typhus  than  to 
anything  else,  though  not  completely  marked,  and 
appearing  most  frequently  in  poor  localities,  and 
destitute  families  out  of  work,  particularly  at 
Heselden,  the  most  poverty-stricken  part  of  the 
district.  Several  of  these,  beside  some  badly-drained 
ground,  might  with  safety  have  been  classed  as 
Relapsing.  I have  not  succeeded  in  detecting  any 
evidence  of  its  infectiousness.  With  increased 
numbers,  the  case  mortality  is  very  much  less  than 
that  of  previous  years,  being  only  3 per  cent.  I 
shall  make  it  the  subject  of  careful  observation  and 
hope  to  obtain  more  definite  information  regarding 
its  nature  and  the  conditions  of  its  existence. 

Diarrhcea. — No  death  from  this  occurred  until 
the  third  quarter,  which  period  embraces  81  per 
cent,  of  them.  89  per  cent,  were  of  children  under 
5 years.  The  deaths  were  3.39  per  cent,  of  total 
deaths,  against  4.32  the  average  for  the  previous 
thirteen  years.  Bad  feeding  is  frequently  assumed 
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to  be  the  cause  of  this  disease.  This  undoubtedly 
increases  its  mortality  but  is  not  the  origin.  Its 
occurrence  is  simultaneous  with  Enteric  Fever  with 
which,  etiologically,  it  is  closely  associated. 

Puerperal  Fever. — The  proportion  of  cases 
to  births  was  0.30  per  cent.,  and  the  mortality  40 
per  cent.,  against  0.59,  0.67  and  0.34  for  the  years 
1893-4-5,  the  mortality  for  the  same  period  being 
90,  54  and  66  per  cent  This  is  a satisfactory 
improvement,  and  evidence  of  the  existence  of  more 
sanitary  surroundings  than  formerly. 

The  death  rate  from  Phthisis  was  1.76  per 
thousand  of  population,  and  from  respiratory  diseases 
2.27;  the  former  above  and  the  latter  much  below 
the  average  of  previous  years. 

The  Infectious  Hospital  has  received  6 cases  of 
Enteric  Fever;  one  of  them  from  an  outside  district 
not  possessing  a hospital. 

Disinfectants  are  freely  distributed.  Houses 
have  been  disinfected  by  your  Inspectors,  and  in  two 
cases  the  bedding  burnt  and  compensation  made. 

Enlargement  of  the  hospital  accommodation, 
which  has  for  some  time  been  under  consideration, 
is  now  definitely  settled.  Another  site  has  been 
purchased  in  the  same  township,  and  the  buildings 
are  now  in  course  of  erection. 

Sanitary  Work  Executed. — Your  Surveyor  has, 
as  required,  made  such  minor  improvements  as  he  has 
discovered  necessary  to  keep  existing  works  in  suitable 
repair,  besides  the  regular  unreported  work  of  cleansing 


settling  tanks,  now  in  existence  throughout  most  of  the 
district,  and  other  works  belonging  to  your  Council. 

The  following  new  work  has  been  carried  out  by 
your  Surveyor  at  your  request,  and  by  the  advice  of  your 
officers. 

Kelloe. — 200  yards  of  9-inch  sewers  for  the  houses 
at  Davy  Lamp,  each  of  which  has  been  provided  with  a 
gully  trap  connected  by  a separate  branch. 

Trimdon. — 500  yards  of  9-inch  sewers  have  been 
constructed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a new  street  of 
houses  erected  at  Deaf  Hill.  Each  house  has  a gully- 
trap  sink  outside  and  connexion. 

Thornley, — 300  yards  of  9-inch  sewers  have  been 
laid  to  improve  the  drainage  of  the  old  houses  on  the 
west  side  of  Hartlepool  street ; to  these  gully  traps  and 
branches  have  been  constructed. 

Wheatley  Hill. — 400  yards  of  12-inch  pipes  have 
been  laid  in  the  place  of  a stream  receiving  the  flow 
from  open  channels,  as  it  was  offensive  in  dry  weather, 
when  surface  water  was  scarce.  For  the  higher  part  of 
the  village  a system  of  800  yards  of  9-inch  pipes  has 
been  constructed.  To  this  every  house  is  now  connected 
by  a separate  branch  and  gully  trap. 

Station  Town. — The  sewage  of  this  village  passed 
as  an  open  stream  by  the  side  of  a roadway.  500  yards 
of  12-inch  pipes  have  been  laid  to  convert  this  into  a 
close  sewer. 

Easington. — 850  yards  of  9-inch  pipes  have  been 
constructed  for  the  houses  on  the  east  side  of  the  village. 
These  have  each  a gully  trap  and  separate  branch. 

South  Hetton. — 70  yards  of  18-inch  pipes  have  been 
constructed  from  the  overflow  of  the  settling  tanks,  and 
to  facilitate  the  removal  of  surface  water  connected  with 
them. 
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Ashpit  and  Privy  Accommodation. — This  work 
is  now  about  completed  for  the  whole  of  the  district  by 
the  following  additions  during  the  year  : — 

At  Haswell,  1 2 houses ; Thornley,  1 2 houses  ; Wheatley 
Hill  Colliery  Village,  30  houses ; High  Wheatley  Hill,  8 
houses  ; South  Hetton,  10  houses. 

New  Property. — At  Trimdon  25  houses  have  been 
built ; Haswell,  6 houses  ; Easington,  5 houses  ; Murton 
Colliery,  6 houses.  These  were  all  built  from  plans 
approved  by  your  Council,  .showing  satisfactory  accom- 
modation, drainage  and  water  supply,  in  conformity  with 
the  bye-laws,  and  inspected  by  your  Surveyor  before 
being  occupied.  20  cottages  at  Wingate  and  8 at  South 
Hetton  have  been  re-roofed  and  improved  without 
alterations  necessitating  the  submission  of  plans. 

Water  Supply. — The  new  Water  Company  at 
Wingate  has  been  working  since  July,  supplying 
Wingate,  Station  Lane  and  a large  part  of  Castle  Eden 
satisfactorily. 

A new  scheme  has  been  carried  through  for  the 
supply  of  Wingate  Lane,  High  Wheatley  Hill  and  old 
Wingate,  and  an  engineer  is  now  engaged  on  the  work 
of  plans  and  specifications.  Monk  Heselden  is  still 
without  water,  but  an  engineer  is  now  at  work  arranging 
for  a supply. 

Four  samples  of  water  have  been  submitted  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  examination,  two  of  which  were  found 
to  be  good,  one  doubtful  and  one  polluted. 

Insanitary  Property. — Statutory  notices  to  secure 
closure  under  the  “ Housing  of  the  Working  Classes 
Act  ” have  been  served  on  three  owners  of  property  at 
South  Wingate,  1 at  Wingate,  14  at  South  Hetton,  12  at 
Thornley,  2 at  Trimdon.  In  some  cases  the  desired 
requirements  have  been  complied  with,  and  others  are 
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still  sub-judice.  Under  the  “Public  Health  Act,”  135 
written  notices  have  been  served  for  nuisances  relating 
to  the  cleansing  of  ashpits  and  privies,  drains  and 
piggeries.  A much  greater  number  of  verbal  notices 
have  been  given  by  the  Inspectors,  as  occasion  required 
in  their  daily  visiting,  with  beneficial  results. 

Last  year  your  Council  undertook  the  work  of  ashpit 
and  privy  cleansing  in  the  township  of  Castle  Eden. 
This  has  been  so  successful  that  this  duty  is  now  to  be 
extended  to  Wingate,  Haswell  and  Shotton,  which  with 
Thornley,  which  has  been  done  for  some  years,  embraces 
half  of  the  district. 

Butchers'  Shops  and  Slaughter  Houses. — The 
number  of  these  has  not  been  increased,  but  several 
existing  ones  are  much  enlarged.  The  efficient  removal 
of  refuse,  and  attention  to  cleanliness  is  constantly 
watched.  The  meat  brought  into  the  district  ready  for 
sale  in  the  market  has  been  carefully  watched,  and  no 
case  of  disease  has  been  discovered. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies. — Three  additional  places 
have  been  registered  making  the  number  57.  No  case  of 
Fever  has  occurred  in  connexion  with  any  of  them.  They 
are  kept  under  close  observation,  to  make  certain  that  the 
bye-laws  for  their  regulation  are  strictly  carried  out. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. — There  are  three  of 
these  registered  and  regularly  inspected,  but  no  infringe- 
ment of  regulations  or  case  of  fever  has  been  detected. 

The  state  of  the  district  has  been  kept  under  constant 
notice  by  periodical  visits  in  addition  to  those  arising  for 
special  enquiry.  The  staff  has  been  increased  by  the 
appointmentof  a permanent  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector, 
which  was  necessiated  by  the  increased  sanitary  works 
now  possessed  by  the  Council, 
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Judging  from  the  death  rate,  which  is  just  under  the 
last  recorded  for  England  and  Wales,  though  the  birth 
rate  is  enormously  higher,  I have  no  hesitation  in  saying 
that  there  is  room  for  congratulation  on  the  year’s  figures. 
The  lowering  of  the  deaths  has  been  in  those  diseases 
which  sanitary  improvements  are  expected  most  to  effect. 
Besides  maintaining  in  efficiency  the  existing  sanitary 
works  there  have  been  very  considerable  and  important 
additions.  There  have  been  constructed  3,620  yards  of 
sewage  pipes,  from  9-inch  to  18-inch,  for  some  hundreds 
of  trapped  sinks  and  branch  drains  laid  down  by  the 
property  owners.  On  the  wdiole  the  work  of  the  year  is 
satisfactory,  and  I trust  the  good  result  may  continue. 

For  the  correction  of  Table  A,  there  were  10  deaths 
of  persons  in  the  Workhouse,  belonging  to  Dawdon,  and 
one  in  the  Fever  Hospital  from  an  adjoining  district. 
There  were  10  deaths  in  the  County  Asylum  and  outside 
Hospitals  of  people  belonging  to  the  district,  which  lowers 
the  death  rate  to  18.60. 

The  area  of  the  district  is  36,940  acres.
